^eaphis at the time of the murder (end intevriewed a number of witnesaes- 
you should he*>r the tap**!) first told r.e oT this. Neither the prosecutor 
nor the FBI nor the FCC has ever done anything about this violation of lew 
end the explanations do not stack up. One of the three limited editions 
deals with this murder. I am writing en addition for which I want these 
transcripts. But if the ibrery of Congreve charges you personally x'or copies 
of newspaper stories, do* not get them. The net effect wee to lesd the police 
in the wrong direction. 

There la e clamp on p 11 of this in the government. Your adminis- 
tration has made, 1 think, an enormous blunder in not learning, when it could, 
of the eituation in which it wea. Instead of discovering that it was off 
the hook, that Ramsey Clark had delivered himaelf and removed the onus of 
a five-man Republican seniority on the Warren Commission, it permitted the seme 
operating people to perauedo them of the same mistake e, everyona taking every- 
one alee on faith, no one seeking to learn for himaelf what he should believe. 
I suppose this is one of the built-in evils and weaknesses of government. It 
is a blunder I think they will regret, for time is running on their own inno- 
wonce. I get no responses to proper renueata from the Justice Department, forr 
example. I ask for ecceaa to public records end they do not reply at ell. Here 
I refer to papers they produced in court, pert of the court record. 

I f d like you, when you can, to phone Dr. Rhoads, Archivist of the 
United States, to tell him I have complained to you or a deliberate slow-down 
in responding to my reoueets for copies of the files, for which J pay. They 
are never answered for at least two months. My l?at response, of e few days 
ago, deals with aome of the unresponded- to requests of last year . He is a 
carryover. Yet, when I wrote (in a book) that the Johnson administration saw 
to it that this archive was understaffed, having but two men who had pre- 
existing obligetionso t e Archivist denied they were short of help. 



Appropos of your own fine position of financial disclosures. 

Dr. Rusaell Fiaher and through him our State are again involved in another of 
the assassination scandals, through money compromised. Fisher accepted 
appointment to a panel Clerk convoked secretly. They wrote a shameful
